VENTILATING DWELLING HOUSES. 


Mr, W, Mattien.Williams suggests, in 


Knowledge, that tho problem of domestic 
ventilation might perhaps bo solved by 
taking a lesson from the coal pits and ex- 
tending the application of coal-pit ventila- 
tion to modern residences. 
In a pit fresh 


air descends by one shaft, passes through 
all the workings and escapes thnnigh the 
upcast shaft. 
In a house. Mr. Williams 


says, no down-cast shaft is required, the 
pressure of surrounding air taking its 
place. 
But the model house must have 


an upcast shaft, placed as nearly in the 
middle of the building as possible, and 
communicating with every room, either 
by a direct opening or through a lateral 
shaft. 
An ordinary chimney built in the

gusted, leave the vicinity. 
Few geese are 


killed, the object being to keep them on 
the wing, and subsequently oil' the wheat 
fields. Those that are killed are carried 
off and .shorn of their feathers, but the 
revenue 
from them amounts to little. 


Ou Dr. Glenn's ranche about 8,000 cart- 
ridges are used in a day, which represents 
about 20,000 geese daily put to flight. 


Oftentimes a think fog blows in, and 


this appears to be the favorite time for 
the geese, and (hey devour tho wheat 
with great energy. 
The herders then, 


fearful of shooting each other, arc almost 
baflled, hut when the fog rises the flocks 
an; put to flight and for hours thereafter 
the air is filled with feathers and geese.
